Claims 44, 49, and 50 are cancelled as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim 52 

Line 2: "that is" has been deleted. 
Line 3: "and that" has been deleted 

Line 3: The following has been inserted —wherein said wingtip edge is an outward 
end edge of said lifting wing, which outward end edge extends from said leading edge to said 
trailing edge, and wherein said lifting wing— following "a trailing edge and a wingtip edge," 
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Line 11: —forward of said leading edge — has been inserted following "extending" 
Line 20: — , and wherein said control surface is located inwardly from and does not 
extend outwardly beyond a line extending along said wingtip edge of said lifting wing in all 
pivoting deflection positions of said control surface about said rotation axis — has been 
inserted following "aircraft". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 36-41, 45 
- 48, and 51 - 55 are allowed over the prior art since Applicant claims the control surface 
extending forward of the leading edge in combination with the control surface also being 
located inwardly from and not extending outwardly beyond a line extending along the 
wingtip edge of the wing.
